IN RUSSIA. 


The following summary of disas- 

trous conditions in the doomed Em- 

ire of Russia appears in a 
ndon religious journal : 


_ “The reign of terror in Russia con- 
tinues ae without mitigation. 
The murders, condemnations, and con- 
flagrations of the last few weeks have, 
on the contrary, aggravated the ex- 
citement prevailing throughout Rus- 
sia. Fires are of daily occurrence in 
the eastern and central provinces, 
Jasivegrvanvind in Perm and Moscow. 

he damage caused by incendiarism

_ ted at four millions of roubles, and

Count Boskull, the intimate friend 
of the Emperor of Russia, has been 
murdered.

On May 3lst six Nihilists got into 
the house of the Governor of Kieff, 
and after having gagged and strip ed 
his Excellency, they administered to 
him fifty strokes with a stout cane.

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Prozovovski Galitzine, on arriving at 
St. Petersburg with her daughters 
and servants, to spend a few days on 
her estate at Ratoff, was suddenly 
taken ill, together with the rest of the 
household.

It was then 
discovered that some milk they had 
drunk contained arsenic. 

Among the more recent causes of 
excitement in St. Petersburg is the 
following : An officer of the Russian 
Uhlan Guards was riding along the 
road to Oranienbaum, on May 30th, 
and he found the road blocked up by 
a heavy barricade. Knowing that the 
Grand Duke, the successor to the 
throne, and the Grand Duchess would 
be shortly returning along that road 
from Oranienbaum, where they had

JEWS IN JERUSALEM.—At the beginning of the present century the Porte 
allowed no more than three hundred of the hated people to live within the 
city. Forty years later that restriction was removed, but another still remain- 
ed, by virtue of which they were permitted only to reside in a particular quar- 
ter of the town which was much too small for them. It is about ten years 
since this last regulation was abolished, and since then the progress made by 
the Jews in peopling their ancient capital has been extraordinary. Almost 
every one of the old houses as it fell vacant has been bought up by them, 
while they have built a prodigious number of new ones in all parts of the 
town. Schools, hospitals, and religious associations have been started on a 
grand scale; and the Jewish population, which eighty years ago was barely 
- three hundred, amounted in 1875 to no less than 13,000 in Jerusalem alone. 
Nor have the immigrants neglected to provide for the material improvement 
of the country. Besides numerous other examples which might be quoted, a 
“school of agriculture” has been founded ane endowed by a rich Jew of 


Venice, with several thousand pounds.

RECOGNITION OF LEGAL AUTHORITY. 


WE publish, in this issue, a brief letter from Elder George Watson. We are 
pleased with the spirit it breathes. It manifests a disposition with which 
every servant of God should be embued. He expresses gratitude to our 
Heavenly Father for the appointment he has received through His legitimate 
authority, to labor in His vineyard. Thus, he acknowledges the hand of the 
Lord init. Modern revelation informs us that the Lord “is angry with none 
save those only who do not acknowledge His hand in all things.” If it be 
necessary that due acknowledgement be given in all things, how specially in- 
cumbent must it be to comply with the injunction in relation to matters per- 
taining to our duties as His servants. Surely no class of circumstances is of 
more vital importance, or more worthy of grateful recognition than this. 

When the Elders are called, by the General Authorities of the Church in 
Zion, to go forth to the nations, the part of the earth, in a general sense, in 
in which their labors are to be exercised is, as a rule, designated. This is in 
accordance with the order of the Church, and perfectly legal. It is also abso- 
lutely necessary, for the preservation of harmony—“ My house is a house of 
order and not of confusion, saith the Lord.” Those who represent the Gene- 
ral Authorities abroad, in pursuance of the same law, designate the fields in 
which the Elders labor, in a local sense. It is very gratifying to witness the 
general, we might almost say universal, willingness on the part of the mission- 
aries to conform to this most necessary order. The general alacrity with 
which they respond to every legitimate call in the directing of their labors is 
worthy of commendation. | 

This is as it should be, for most cogent reasons. Those whose duty requires 
them to have the general oversight of an extended field of labor compels them 
to become acquainted with its wants and requirements as a whole. If they 
are living in accord with the spirit of their appointment, they will certainly 
be in possession of this most requisite information. As a consequence they 
should be better qualified to arrange the disposition of the laborers than per- 
sons whose jurisdiction is confined to a more localized capacity. An addition- 
al consideration is that if all were left to make choice of their own fields it 
needs no great power of reason to see that inextricable confusion and dis- 
arrangement would be the result. But it is almost universally the case that 
the Elders who are sent into the various parts of the earth, recognizing this law 
of order, so plainly laid down in ancient and modern revelation, would demurr 
to exercising the privilege of choosing their own fields of labor, were it accord- 
edthem. An ancient instance of a persistent attempt at departure from legal 
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order in this regard is given in the case of Jonah. Those familiar with Scrip- 
tural history are acquainted with the manifestations of his reluctance to com- 
ply with the mission he was required to perform, and the disagreeable conse- 
quences of his opposition to this universal law of God and His Church. 

It is indeed pleasing to us to note the general disposition on the part of the 
Elders to lay aside individual preferences, which, however, seldom exist, 
and act in strict accord with the law which has been established in the Church 
of Christ for the preservation of harmony and the prosecution of His great 
work. 

Not only is this principle or law of order applicable to the operations of the 
General Authorities of the Church and those who more immediately represent 
them abroad, but throughout the entire organization, from the head to the 
feet. No member of the body religious can say the other is useless in the per- 

formance of its legitimate functions... The presidents of conferences should, 
guided by the spirit of wisdom, and after due deliberation, assign the elders 
who may be laboring under their direction to their several districts. In this 
capacity the conference presidents represent the authority that gave them 
their appointments, and so on throughout the whole system. 

These thoughts were suggested by the perusal of the communication from 
Elder Watson. In conclusion we reiterate the old truism that “the path of 
duty is the path of safety.” It matters not where we labor, so long as we are 
operating in uniformity with legitimate authority. The Lord is well pleased 
with all his servants who respond to the call of duty with “a glad heart anda 
willing spirit,” rejoicing in the inestimable privilege of being ambassadors of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. To those his promise holds good—“ Lo, I am with 
you, even unto the end of the world.” Before such he will send his angels to 
prepare the way. 


THE PETITION FOR CLEMENCY.

By a private letter, from Salt Lake City, we learn that the Supreme Court 
of the United States has issued its mandate for the execution of sentence in 
the case of George Reynolds, convicted of polygamy. The sentence in its 
original form, as passed upon the accused, was illegal. The law under which 
_ the case was conducted does not provide for hard labor, which, however, was 
made, by the District Court, a portion of the penalty. In consequence the 
Supreme Court has directed the omission of the hard labor portion. Should 
Brother Reynolds not have the executive clemency of the President of the 
United States extended to him, this elimination of the hard labor part of the 
sentence is not likely to be of any benefit to him. Unjust and inconsistent 
as it may appear, a convicted person not sentenced to hard labor can have that 
regime enforced upon him, providing it be the rule of the prison in which he 
is incarcerated. Such is the provision of a recent United States Statute. We 
understand hard labor to be a portion of the discipline of the Detroit, Michi- 
gan House of Correction, the building in which Brother Reynolds will be con- 
fined, providing the President of the United States does not interpose. : 

In this issue we publish a copy of a petition in his behalf, which was being 
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_signed with great eagerness by the Saints, and probably by a number of non- 
_ members of the Church. There is another document of similar import, accom- 
_ panied by numerous affidavits, and designed specially to receive the signatures 
of official dignitaries, such as the Governor, Judges, etc. This dragged slowly, 
These august individuals are not their own masters. Slaves to the current of | 
' popular prejudice, however they may desire justice to be done to the subject 
of the petition, they dare not manifest such a disposition. However, there 
are those among them who are themselves wrapped in the mantle of bigotry 
and bitter hostility to the Latter-day Saints and their institutions, and for 
that reason would delight to see them crushed out of existence. 


In addition to the petitions in favor of Brother Reynolds, a counter-one 
was being circulated by zealous bigots, fired by the old flame of fanaticism 
_ which instigated the killing of the prophets and apostles and the crucifixion — 
of the Savior in ancient times. These counter-petitioners ask President 
Hayes not to extend pardon to Brother Reynolds. Inspired by the diabolical 
passion of religious hate, they malignantly desire that a conscientious man, 
who, from a conviction that God requires him to enter upon the sacred obli- 
gations of plural marriage, took that step, should be afflicted with pains and 
penalties. This despotic, revengeful spirit is a relic of barbarism that every 
liberty-loving person must desir2 to see extinguished under the benign influ- 
ence of a genuine Christian spirit. Such a spirit is a manifestation of una- 
dulterated and savage revenge, for no person of ordinary intelligence dreams _ 
of the possibility of eradicating from the human mind religious or any other 
convictions by brute force. The infliction of physical penalties produces no 
such result. Surely every person the least familiar with even the primary 
principles of mental philosophy must be acquainted with that fact. Therefore 
the desire that gave birth to the counter-petition was incited by a disgraceful 
and cruel lust for the infliction of suffering upon a fellow-being, on the ground 
of religious difference. 

Even in the face of the recent Decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in reference to the Constitutionality of the anti-polygamy law, the 
grounds of the petition for the interference of the pardoning power in this test 
_ case are well taken, and stern justice demands its favorable recognition by 
President Hayes. But let no one run away with the delusive thought that 
pardon is solicited by the party who is principal in the matter in the least de- 
gree in the form of an acknowledgment of his having been guilty of any crime. 
Such is not the case. Neither do the Saints who sign the document attach 
their names to it with that view. He entered into the marriage relation which 
_ formed the basis of the accusation upon which he was convicted by a court of 
law, because he desired to act in conformity with a revelation from the Most 
High. The exact position of the controversy is that the Lord has given a com- 
mandment to His people, to be obeyed under certain conditions, and the general 
government has passed a law making obedience to that divine mandate crimi- 
nal, involving certain severe penalties. This places the issue as being between 
_ the Lord and the nation. In this condition while a person may commit a 
breach of human statute he is free as the air from the taint of crime as a mat- 
ter of fact, because the laws of man must either conform to those of God or 
._ they are of non-effect upon the consciences of humanity. It may be asserted 
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that no such revelation as the one referred to has been received by the Latter- 
day Saints. By what process could those taking that attitude make that dis- 
covery ? Will they support their position by producing a nullifying revelation? 
No. They do not believe in a God of revelation. Neither do they believe 
in the Bible, except when its lids are tightly closed. The blindness and per- 
versity of this generation are appalling. 


A PATHETIC INCIDENT. 


Nearly ‘all faithful Saints had experience, have personal histo- 
ries of peculiar interest. Many of the incidents that occur in their lives, are 
necessarily of a thrilling or deeply pathetic character. As in ancient times, 
obedience to the Gospel frequently involves trials to the feelings that stir up 
_ and stretch to their utmost tension, the tenderest chords of the human heart. 
The work of the Lord creates trains of sacrifices as well as a multiplicity of 
most inestimable blessings. Painful separations compensated by delightful 
re-unions, follow each other in the course of events. Depressing circumstances 
_ Inay surround the faithful one,then comes the dispersion of the lowering clouds 
by the intervention of the bright sunshine of deliverance. 

Illustrative of these passing reflections, we witnessed an interesting scene, 
full of the pathetic, on our recent visit to Nottingham. We were at the house 
of one of the brethren, where resides an aged and faithful sister. The latter 
is in extreme poverty, being enabled to earn scarce more than two shillings 


weekly, by sewing stockings. She had been long hoping and praying for the ~ 


way to open up for her to go to Zion, and there join her daughter, who had 
preceded her. While we were there a letter came. It was handed to Brother 
Bramall, who opened it and announced that the hoped for deliverance had come. 
The daughter of the aged sister had paid the means to enable her to take her 
departure with the company which will leave Liverpool on the 28th of June. 

It was glad tidings of great joy to the person whose day of deliverance had 
arrived. Overcome with the powerful emotions that swelled in her bosom, 
she sank upon achair. Her feelings were at length relieved by expression in 
a flood of grateful tears. It was a scene of genuine pathos, upon which we 
could not gaze unmoved. 

There are many honest, God-fearing Saints whose souls are panting to join 
the body of the Saints in shies mountain home. They thirst for emancipation 
as the fainting traveler upon the dreary desert longs for a draft of limpid 
water with which to soothe his parched throat. The condition of such un- 
gathered gems appeals, in trumpet tones, to the sympathetic feelings of friends 
and relatives who are now in the home of the Saints, surrounded by the bles- 
sings and comforts of life. We speak of the faithful poor among the nations 
as gems, for even that metaphor is insignificant when introduced for compari- 
son to truth-loving souls, the value of the least among which is beyond any 
‘estimate that can be formed by human computation.
